NATIONALISM: Ascendant Or In Decline? 
By DR. LINDEN A. MANDER 


NATIONALISM PRODUCES A SPURIOUS TOTALITAR­ 
IAN STATE THROUGH SPURIOUS UNITY 


Nationalism in overstepping its sphere of government becomes 
the Totalitarian state. Hence political parties, trade unions, Jews, 
Communists, and Internationalists are suppressed in Germany; 
similar action is taken in every super-national lit country, the 
more universal aspects of religion are denied; and many legiti- 
! mate and necessary expressions and forma of human life are ren- 
! dered impossible. 
Such a political philosophy clashes not only 
with the wider appeals to man’s nature, but with his more inti­ 
mate associative life also. 
Such a unity of a Totalitarian state 
is a spurious one, and is therefore fundamentally weak. 
Nationalism which insists upon cultural uniformity, which en­ 
forces a narrow political fundamentalism, as the Marxist state 
enforces 
or narrow economic fundamentalism must alienate the 
noblest minds of its country. There is no need to list the many 
denials of freedom of the press, pulpit and lecture-room; or to 
indicate the lessen to cultural life. One may only point out again 
that these facts indicate the dangerously narrow basis upon which 
nationalism of power is erecting itself. 
Nor is that all; for nationalism not merely make* enemies of 
minorities, groups, parties, internationalist, and religious forces 
in no many countries today, but it flies in the face of economic 
realities. 
It is true that economic nationalism has its theoretical defenders 
in these post-war days, who have suggested that because of the 
growing similarity of production in various countries, the far 
greater proportion of internal trade, the great risks attendant 
upon international trade by reason of currency fluctuations, po­ 
litical instability, and the spread between agriculture and indus­ 
trial prices, a coordinated balanced national economy is a more 
logical arrangement. No one can deny, however, that for many 
countries of Europe nationalism has brought serious economic 
dislocation, a lower standard of living, and a sacrifice of eco­ 
nomic realities to political passions. 
Indeed it may be said that 
Nationalism today is the great enemy which capitalism has to 
face, as great even as Communism, and that politics and econom­ 
ics are in serious conflict. 
Such a state of affairs obviously in­ 
volves chaos since political and economic institutions must show 
a reasonable amount of consistency; how- can it lie claimed that 
the Machine Age with its large scale of production requiring 
materials from all parts of the world and markets wider than 
that which most nations can themselves supply is compatible with 
the political forces which cut across the essential economic re­ 
quirements of the day? 
The quarrels between the states today 
are too often quarrels over mirages, while the needy continue to 
suffer hunger and privation, and the economic structure disinte­ 
grates. 


CONFUSION OF MANY LOYALTIES DESTRUCTIVE 
OF MODERN NATIONALISM 


Finally, nationalism with its claim to exclusive loyalty flies 
in the face of a modern world w hich increasingly is calling forth 
multiple loyalties. 
Perhaps my outstanding example is that of 
Great Britain and its Empire. 
British policy today exhibits a 
curious inconsistency due to the fact that it must attempt to har­ 
monize four different positions—Britain as a nation, ae a Euro­ 
pean power, as an Empire, and as a World power, her imperial 
commitments are not easily reconciled with her tasks in Europe 
as the Stresa Conference revealed; nor are her international res­ 
ponsibilities as a political and economic factor easily compatible 
with her imperial situation, as we have seen in the Ottawa Con­ 
ference. 
In a world of shrinking nationalisms Britain is threat- 
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WAR MARKED BEGINNING OF END OF 
NATIONALISM 


Interesting and instructive as these analogies are, they cannot 
foe fully analyzed here. 
It is enough to suggest that they may 
cause us to ask whether the Great War, which apparently marked 
the enthronement of nationality as its outstanding consequence, 
did not in reality indicate the point of its highest development, 
and its coming decline. That fact I believe to be true. The war 
has marked the beginning of the end of modern 
nationalism, 
though like Lady Macbeth, it doth protest overmuch, attempting 
to conceal its inner weakness, 
Take, for example, the Europe 
of today. Is it not surprising that within 15 years of the struggle 
conaecrated tc the principle of nationality, so many nations ex­ 
hibit such a lack of inner harmony that they must be held to­ 
gether by the force and oppression of dictatorships? Is Germany 
so much of a united Germany, except in fear of other nations? 
lf so, then why the need of a Hitler who alone perhaps stands 
l>etween Germany and chaos? 
Italy, so distrusted by some na­ 
tions, mull yet abolish many of its institutions based upon free­ 
dom. Jugo-Slavia is apparently determined to parade its national 
unity before Hungary'—who of us, knowing its internal history, 
can do other than say that, as things are, there is no real confi­ 
dent creative Jugo-Slavia, but only a collection of hostile minori- 
tie# under a dictatorship? 
Austria, riddled by civil war, linger­ 
ing on an inadequate economic basis; Poland under Pilsudski; 
these and oilier examples surely suggest that nationalism today 
finds expression mainly in defensive measures against other na­ 
tions,—In armaments, and economic barriers,—all restrictive as 
measures. 
This nationalism “like frightened rabbits each scur­ 
rying to its own burrow," is nationalism fevered and apprehen­ 
sive and not the expansive, confident creative principle of Mazzinf 
and Mtsaryk, or the striding imperialism of the ’Ro* and the '90*1 
which reached out over all the earth.

1 NATIONALISM BREEDS INTOLERANCE, NOT "GOOD 
LIFE" 


It may be objected that the Nationalism of Germany and Italy, 
in particular, is a spiritual reaction against the materialist ten­ 
dencies of economic life and that it attempts to point a deeper 
and more comprehensive ideal of life to millions who have lost 
faith and enthusiasm and who now are finding a deeper mean­ 
ing in the call to duty. If nationalism were more philosophic and 
religious in character, such a contention might be true. 
The 
fact remains, however, that the heightened Nationalism of today 
is, as I have suggested, all too much concerned with the element 
of defense and much less devoted to wdiat Aristotle would call 
“the good life." 
May I cal! attention again to the fundamental 
observation that is, as one of my colleagues ha« put it—though 
founded ujjon necessity, the state is formed to foster the good 
life as modern life has chosen to see it. It is the faith that there 
is something of virtue in the large communities which we call 
nations which provide a continuing bond of unity. When, how­ 
ever, the needs of defense so outbalances the needs of the good 
life, we must beware. 
Too much of our national appeal is in 
terms merely of fear, safety, preparation, and {vower. 
Like the 
Byzantine Empire of old we may find that the eternal fear of 
impending attack may develop a restless, critical, apprehensive 
mood which will turn not merely outward against other nations
